During my recent visit to the Restigouche agency 
the agent Dr.HRichard requested me to make inquiry into 
the question of insufficient school accomodation. 

The present scho®l has accomodation for,/}35) children, 
whereas there are 120 children of school age on @ reserve. 

Many of the deske are of sch small size as to cramp 
the older children into positiom which is very detrimental 

to their health,especially as many of them are consumptive. 

A new building for the reception of no less than 60 
Older children is a prime necessity on this reserve,and I 
would recommend that provision be made in next year's estimates 
for the construction of a modern school house,separate to but 
in the vicinity of the present school building. 

The present building does not permit of it being 
enlarged,and the agent should be authorised to have the outside 
steps repaired,which are in a dangerous and dilapidatéd 
condition,and to see that the roof around one of the dis-used 
chimneys,which is in a leaky condition should also be re- 
shingled and the chimney removed,

I visited the RESTIGOUCHE INDIAN DAY SCHOOL on August 
iSth, last, in cOmpany with the Indian Agent, Dr. Richard; Rev. 
Father Placide, the Parish Priest; and the Sister Superior of 
the School. 


The echool building and a separate residence, attached 
y & covered passage, are located on property owned by the Capucine. 
here are three small classrooms in the school building - two on 
he ground floor and one on the floor above, et the rear of the 
uidlcing. There is also a room fitted up with a stove, for 
lomestic science purposes. The classrooms are small and inadequate 
to provide accommodation for all Indian children of school are on 
the reserve. The residence of the Sisters is in very poor con- 
dition. The drainage from the basement of both the school end the 
residence is inadequate. Owing to the nature of the ground, water 
is continually seeping in. These are both frame buildings and, 
while not the property of the Department, yet considerable expense 
has been incurred from time to time, in repairs. It will be

“necessary, in the very near future, to carry out extensive repairs 


and alterations in both buildings, or they should be demolished 

end @ new combined school am teacher's residence erected, con- 
taining two classrooms, each for 36 children, and living accom- 
moGation for three or four Sisters, with a room for a chapel. This 
would meet the needs for this part of the reserve. The lot on 
which these buildings are erected comprises a small area. There 

is very little space for playgrounds. 


This brings up the matter of providing adequate school 
accommodation for the children of this larce reserve. There are 
approximately 140 to 150 children of school age, nearly half of 
whom live at too great a distance to attend the present school. 
These children could be better served by the erection of a school, 
with two classrooms ami living accommodation for two teachers, 
at a central locelity on the west end of the reserve. 


Funds are provided under the Special Building Programme 
this year to erect a two-roomed school with teacher's living 
quarters. I would suggest that, if the work is proceeded with, 
this building be erected on ea site central to meet the needs of the 
Indian children at the west end of the reserve. No site has been 
selected, but this could be, no doubt, erranged by the local Agebt. 
There would likely be objection, on the part oi the church author- 
ities, to having a school erected on the west end of the reserve. 
as it would be a considerable distance fram the present church 
property. If thie school is erected, I would suggest that lay 
teachers be employed. I was not favourably impressed with the 
teaching Order who are conducting the three classrooms in the 
present school building, near the church.

The present Day School at Restigouche, we. 
consists of two buildings both being two storey frame construction. 


The school building has three classrooms, « 
kitchen and «= small general purpose room. The three classrooms 
are very omall and inadequate for the mumber of studente enrolled. 
The kitchen room has been used for both the preparation and serving 
of meals ané ie entirely too emell for such use. The sewing room 
ie satisfactory only for small classes. Thie building is in fair 
condition and can be used in connection with any new buildings 
with a few minor repairs to the roof sand ceilings. 


The second building, used as « residence for 
the teachers, is in a very dilapidated condition and would be 
best removed. 

In connection with these two buildings ie « 
very dilapidated frame building which ie used as a school for the 
French children in the village. 


The removal of these last two buildings would 
provide a suitable site for s new classroom unit, large enough 
to accommodate 105 to 120 students. 


If a mew school unit comprising three classrooms, 
® partial basement for the heating system and fuel storage, and 
additional rooms in the attic for vocationsl classes, is erected 
then the present school building could be used for a teachers’ 
residence and for the kitchen ané dining room for teachers and 
students. 

Im consideration of the condition of the 
buildings and the requirements for the day school it would be 
advisable to remove the existing French School and the teachers’ 
residence buildings, erect a new three classroom school on the 
site of the removed buildings and remodel the existing school 
house to provide ea residence for the teachers ané kitchen and 
Giming facilities for the teachers and students. 


The United Church Day School st Caughmawaga, Que.

The plans provide for three classrooms, sewing room 
and workshop. If any changes were made in the plans at the 
present time it would probably delay constriction to such an 
extent that nothing could be done this fall. The building 
will be constructed in such a way that an addition oan be 
added at any time and, in the meantine, if a fourth class 
room is absolutely necessary, the room intended for a work- 
shop can be used as a class room. However, the Department 
considers that by rotating classes there is no renson why three 
Class rooms should not be sufficient; in addition, sewing room 
and workshop were provided in order that adequate facilities 
would be available for civing to the pupils practical instruc- 
tion that should be useful to them in their future life.

Our Chief Engineer advises that the construc- 
tion of the above school was completed on February 1st, the 
expenditure to date being slightly less than $9,250. 


Due to winter conditions, it was possible to 
give the outside of the building, with the exception of the 
roof, only one coat of paint. However, paint was left in 
storage at the site for two coats for the exterior of the 
building, including the roor. - 


The outside concrete steps leading to the 
basement were damaged by frost during a severe cold spell and 
will need to be replaced. fhe estimated cost of these two 
small items of work is as follows:- 


Labour for painting .....150. 
Replacement of steps .... 25. 


It is suggested that your Indian Agent should undertake this 
work early in the Spring. 


Our Engineer on this work recommends that the 
following extras be supplied for the School and which were not 
provided for in the specifications:- 


3 storm doors for the first floor classrooms. 
2 sets of steps to the terrace around the building.

A platform at each of the four outside doors. 
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~~ 
The cost of these extra items is estimated at $75.00, 
making a total of $250.00 for painting, steps and extras. 
This amount together with that of $9,250vexpended to date 
would give a total cost of $9,500 for the building. 


As you are aware, calls for tenders on 
this building were issued and after a long delay, the only 
tender received amounted to $12,700. This tender, which 
covered the same plans and specifications under which the 
building was constructed by day labour, was not accepted 
and, while day labour work was largely undertaken under 
winter conditions, a substantial saving was effected. 


By this memorandum a formal transfer of the 
completed building is being made to your Branch. 


Attached herewith for your files is a set 
of five photographs showing exterior and interior views of 
the completed building.

Extract from Inspector Thibeeult's report of March 
31, 1938: 


"The new school house is a very good looking 
building inside, and with a finishing coat of paint 
on the outside, it will have a better appearance. 


"A terrace surrounds this new building and porches 
and steps will have to be built - if not already provided 
for in the specificetions of construction. The slanting 
face of the terrace should be protected by strips of sod 
or turf to prevent erosion. Grass seed should be sowed 
on top of the terrace. : 


"In order to keep the grounds clean and to prevent 
cattle from running in, a fence should be erected at 
back of grounds and partly on one side so as to enclose 
the whole thing. About four hundred feet of fence would 
be required.”

With good fence a good recreation yard,or 
garden to be méde by children,this can be organized easy 
in making nice yard. 


The fence in front of the old school 
have to be removed, the new school taking larger ground, 
from this fence going to back line,and £x@mx the back lind 
all together make about 400 ft,about 350 feet of new 
fence. To save expenses we can make this back fence with 
wood. I have fizured that pickets and boards will cost 
about $40.00, and the labour to about %60.00 to 75.00. 

The labour,the time to make the fence depends on the time 
to fix up the pickets,if not too much rocks.

With reference to your memo- 
randum of the 25th ultimo in which you quote from 
a letter from the Indian Agent at Resticouche, I 
may say that the following materials were left by 
our Engineer in storage when operations were closed 
down on February ist last;

20 gals. shingle paint, 

5 gals. mbhogany varnish stain, 

1 pt. black paint, 

A number of used paint brushes and 
a small quantity of two inch 
lumber and nails. 


As a whole these quantities correspond very closely 
with what was found by the Agent. It would appear 
that the 8 gallons white which in his letter are 
marked for window frame painting are intended for 
outside paint. The only discrepancy appears to be 

in a quantity of ivory paint and one gallon difference 
in the quantity of outside white.

to 30 gallons of paint will be necessary for this building 
so about 20 more gallons are needed to make good paint. 
If we have to paint in white, the building would not keep 
white very long with the dust and the red earth around the 
building. A good painter can easy make a good #&XX colour 
like Gark gray or brown, and the trimmings in white. 


We have no painter among the Indians 
but they can make a kind of second class of paint. and 
I thought it will be better to have a pgwinter to look 
after the work.

The stump was so big and 
60 heavy thet I used dinamite to have it out the deep and 
large hole. In Gynamiting a stone broke a large glass in 
the neighbour's door. After this the men fixed the fence 
and leveled the ground, the yard is clean and in good con- 
Gdition. There is still an other old tree about in the sa- 
me condition, but if can stand the summer I expect to ta- 
ke it down next winter. 


I have done the best for less expenses 
and I expect the Department will approve the sccounts 
included.

Re: Repairs, Restigouche Indian Day School 


I desire to refer to my memorandum to you 
dated January 15, 1943. In this connection I am 
sending forward herewith a report on the Restigouche 
School, submitted to the Superintendent of Welfare and 
Training by Mr. A. J. Doucet, who made an inspection 
of the building last week. The subject matter of Mr. 
Doucet's memorandum is self-explanatory. He estimates 
that the cost of the materials necessary to provide 
three additional rooms at this school would amount to 
approximately $3,000. These materials would consist 
in the main of cement, lumber, windows, ten-test, etc. 
.Mr.e Doucet finds it somewhat difficult to estimate the 
actual labour costs involved. He is of the opinion 
that these are not likely to exceed 72,500. 


In view of the urgent need for accommodat- 
ion at this school and in view of the fact that the 
foundations of the school itself are rapidly deteriorating, 
I would recommend that the school be reconstructed along 
the lines suggested in Mr. Doucet's memorandum. These 
alterations, when completed, will give us three well 
equipped classrooms, particularly well adapted for manual 
training for boys and vocational instruction for girls. 

While no provision is made in either the 
estimates of this year or next year for this work, the 
officials of the Welfare and Training Service inform me 
that they are likely to have sufficient funds to buy 
the materials out of this year's appropriations and they 
feel that the costs of labour might be secured from 
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next year's appropriations. This work, in our 
judgment, should be undertaken at the earliest 
possible date in the spring. It can be undertaken 
without interruption in any serious sense of the 
work of the classrooms. It would be appreciated 
if I could have your decision in respect to this 
matter in due course.

These poplers are very old,drying 
and rotten,very dangerous for the pupile in the school yard, 
while snow storm, anc for the other peoples passing on the 
main road. Already some branches are broken at the top remai- 
ning up among the othere. At every wind storm some branches 
brake and fall down. 


So I thourght,while men are cutting 
the trees at the Monastery and in the white school vard, to 
benefit of the services of these experienced men to cut also 
ours down and to clean the yard. There are 3 white men and 
two indian men and one indian horse working at this job. 


Mr Alfred Beaulieu took by verbal contrcet the job to cut those 
two trees and to clean well the yard with the responsability 
of the Gamares to the fence for the amount of twelve (#1I2.00) 
Gollare having all the necessary rigrins. 

I think I cannot have this work Gone at better rrige and to 

be sure to have it done correctly. 


I hope Indian Agent action be 
approved by the Department.

I was informed that 
the Superior General of the Community will not allow any 
Sister to remain in the actual rooms, on account of the 
continuous cold cement floor and the dampness of the 
wells. The improvement would consist in @ wooden floor 
and covering of the walls on three sides in each room, 

@s the walls on the side of the furnace room are not 
affected by dampness. I recommend that an estimate of 

the cost of the suggested improvements be requested from _ 
the Agent for the consideration of our Branch. a

The problem is to see whether 
or not we have received this material. There has 
certainly been a great deal of negligence on their 
part for thie bill has never been submitted as far 
as our records show. 


While checking these items, I am wondering 
if the first “the door sete" would not have been 
for the new doors that were placed in the school. If 
I remember well five doors were obtained, one double 
door at the back for wood and two in the workshop 
and two outside doors on the veranda. The four pair 
of hinges would have been required for these doors and 
the other pair probably was taken from the broken door 
which was discarded. The flush bolte must have been 
used in the double doors. The two and a half inch 
b.b. bolts must have been used in the toilet. The 
same with the screen door pulls and the light strap 
hinges. Check thie over very car:fully with Mr. Beaulieu 
and I think you will find that my assumption is correct. 
When you are satisfied with this submit the bill with the 
voucher explaining that it has just been received from the 
Compeny. I will then see what gan be done about the

Dear Sir,- 


When the carpenters made the walls and 
floor to the basement rooms of the Restigouche 
Indian Day School, they were forced to undo the 
21" by 13° cupboard, as they were unable in spite 
of their endeavouring to remove*in one block. I 
have asked them to remake it but they affirmed 
that it was not on their contract. 


I am humbly asking the Honourable Staff 
of Indian Affairs to kindly permit our Indian 
Agent, Mr. E. Arsenault, to have it made in the 
nearest future possible as I have no place to 
protect the sewing supplies. It is impossible 
to pile things on the floor and kindly remember 
that I am using that appartment for dining-room, 
kitchen, sewing and wool preparation. Besides 
we have over fifty different persons attending 
these courses in a week so I absolute need a 
part of the cupboard to separate everybody's 
work, may it be crocheting, sewing or knitting. 


Not more than $43.00 worth of lumber 
paint and nails would be required. For the labour 
it would depend what salary would be given. I 
am positive that it took three days to two men to 
make it the last time, and I find that it is a too 
heavy work to undertake it myself with the boys of 
the Senior class.

Lately,the community of the Restigouche Sisters,have recéived the 
visit of their Provincial Superior from Himouski,end no doubt,thet 
agein,two nones have been obliged to sleep on tables to secure rooms 
for the important visitors. 

You will admit with me,thet it is @ bed in Gn eEMrgeNCyY.-.ceceeces 

As I may understand,this,occurs only whenthey receive visitors,and 
the smell sewing room of the second floor would be used only occe- 
sionnaly,es bedroom. 

I beleive also, that this space could be used in the meantime 
as library for the pupils;few shelves on the walls would be suffi- 
cient for this purpose. 

I beg the Vepartment to study sgsin his decision in order to 
secure to the teachers of the Indian vay School,a proper accémodation 
for the night.

Dear Sir, 


On my letter of March 23rd. I, the Principal of 
the Restigouche Indian Day School, asked the Honorable 
Department of Indian Affairs if I could open a new 
classroom for the newcomers or refuse them this spring 
due to lack of space. I was advised to delay the 
admittance of ali the Indian pupils of 7 years of age 
till September and that Mr. A.J. Doucet would overview 
the matter as to what could be dome. I see that Mr. 
Doucet did visit part of our province but returned to 
Ottawa before coming to see the school attendance and 
the overcrowded classrooms. i am told that our devoted 
Inspector will return in the fall to decide what should 
be done. 


Since all the teaching staffs of our 6O Convent 
schools are being definitely named in July, I will have 
to discuss the present situtation by letter. I already 
spoke to Mr. J. Gendron, Inspector of Agencies, of 
what could be done for September since I am informed that 
the enlargement of the school will take place only in 
the summer of 1950. 


Reverend Father Lucien, Parish Priest of Restiguucte 
benevolently offers us ome classroom in the French 
school 100 feet away from the Indian School. Reverend 
Father intended to open a sewing room in that class for 
the White Mothers, but seeing our difficulty in lodging the 
181 Indian pupils in the present school he would rent it 
to the Honorable Department of Indian Affairs for one 
year, at $30.00 a month. The said apartment can accomo- 
date thirty pupils and is all equipped with the necessary 
desks and blackboards. Six cords of 128 cu. ft. of 16 inch 
wood would be needed for the classroom stove. 
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Mr. J. Gendron and Mr. C. R. Nadeau visited the 
five Indian classes and the French apartment above mentioned 
and can give to the Honorable Staff of Indian Affairs all 
the informations which I have failed to give. 


I would highly appreciate knowing in the nearest 
future possible your final decigion on this subject as I 
have to ask my Superior General in June the number of 
teachers necessary for the Restigouche Indian Day School,

Dear Mr. Doucet, 


I know that the new construction for the 
Restigouche Indian pupils will only be started in the 
summer of 1950, but the plane are made before hand and 
as I might not be here when, I think it better for you 
and us to expose my ideas and fears to you on this 
subject. 


Mr. J. Gendron said in between the lines, 
that it was not the Department's intention to build a 
mew wing to the present 12 year old school but intended 
to make an entirely new school for boys where manual 
training could be taught. I highly appreciate such 
determination. Then, I also understood, that the boys 
would have men teachers. This absolutely lies in the 
Honorable Staff's power and choice, But, Mr. Doucet, 
we are just out of a similer experience made 
by men professors and I dread 


we would put 

keep only the 
do but their teaching 
ifficulties we would be 
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in, to control those boys who would be our pupils 
any more ? Presently we can affirm frankly that 
the big boys are studious, obedient and can easily 
be controlled. In & word they give us no trouble. 
Why not simply have a manual training teacher and 
leave the boys under our direction ? 


You may say: “It is possible to find 
men teachers who will be ready to devote themselves 
for the good cause of Indian boys. Hope you say 
right but the Mr. A.J.Doucet of old are scarce now- 
a-days.-. I know you personally did it, and I hold 
from soundsources that you accomplished similar 
apostolate for many years, but you are one out of 
a hundred and will we fall on the right one ? 


What I foresee is that after a few years 
the whole will be handed back to us, and if the new 
construction is made far from the present Indian 
Day School please do not forget the inconveniences. 


I do not speakfor me personally as I 
said, for I do not intend to be here next year, 
but I want to leave you my most humble opinion on 
the matter knowing that you will consider it wisely 
before final decision.

SCHOOL: 


On June 19th, I visited the Indian Day School end found 
1350 children present, cut of 174 registrations during the 
current school yesr. Children were neetly dressed and clean ; 
the class rooms es well as other rooms were spotless. 

I took much interest in looking over the exibit of pupils‘ 
work and handicraft, the result of long continuous work on the 
part of the sister in charge; sewing, knitting,ete. done by the 
girls show that the teaching of the sisters was not fruitless; 
amongst the collection I found, baby,child and grown-ups shirts, 
pants, dresses and windbreakers, all cut and sewn by the girls; 
girl&s* winter coats made from the msateriels authorized by the 
Depertment were most useful and the best prectical mean to 
teach the girls how to make up their own cloting leter on; boys’ 
shirts and pants, all made at the school, were to be seen on 
many of the boys present, and all this made up et es much lower 
cost than it could be purchased ready-made. 

The idea of supplying the materiel to be made up by the 
pupils is most practical, providing we have such an interested 
person to supervise and direct the children, es Sister Mary of 
the Eucharist, eactuelly in cherge. 

The boys have made many practical and useful articles, such 
as chairs and tables, plein, but solid; other fancy things were 
also made by the boys. 

The pupils also took an interest in “ed Cross work in its 
war effort; fine woolen knitted articles were made from the 
wool supplied by the Red Cross Society. 

Upon my recommendation lest year, the amount of twenty-five 
Gollars wes allowed for ea school garden, and it was a pleasure 
to see the success echieved so fer; the sister told me how the 
older boys end girls were pleased when gerden work began this 
year; every one has a task to accomplish and the work is chenged 
around, weeding, cultivating, watering; at the centre of the 
gerden, a large molasses puncheon is sunk half in the ground and 
kept filled, so that weter is at the proper temperature st 
watering time, rather than using cold water from the well.

A Repeirs to the sewing machine not to exceed five dol- 
arse 


Ten(10) single desks No.4 for the young ones (actually, 
many heave to sit three on a desk for two)

This thought was developed by the fact of having 
more gray yarn to dispose of than white one,- 
and noticing that the gray yarn alone easily 
breaks, we concluded that rug making would be the 
only practical use we could make of it. I am 
very eager to see the effect of our first ones. 


A complete yarn teaching could be made 
if sheep industry would be introduced on the 
reserve, as we could twist a ply of unravelled 
yarn with a new one. 


The interest you kindly bear in our 
manual work is a reward and 4 stimulant for alli 
May I express our most hearty thanks for such 
delicate attention and co-operation.

I wish to suggest here, that there micht 
be a possibility of some members of the clu! bringinc 
in their own sewing material or at least a part of it. 
I know that this has been done to some extent but I am 
wondering if it could not be increased. 


the material which you require according 
to the samples sent in in y-ur letter of December 16th 
is mot available. The undervear have a1 been distributed. 
There is « pos ibility that we might be able to procure 
some later. 


The shirts that have been sent in 1941 were 
not used but shirts that were unsatisfactory through 
shrinkage, ete. This material, of course, is not available, 
There is, however, a pos.ibility that used shirts may be 
obtained at a later date, 


e are making a check-up and if any of this 
material should be available, we will be pleased to 
forvard some to you. 
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I do not know whether or not 
the Agent has nything left from our last shipment. 
If so, you may ask him to turn over to you what you 
find suitable. 


As regards the yarn and lining for 
which $200.00 has already been granted, I wish to 
know how much more money you would require to finish 
this years work. It is unnecessary to state that this 
amount should be kept at the minimum, 


There is another plan that might 
interest you, which has been in use at several other 
centres.

Dept. of Indian Affeire, and their contents are 
marked off on the outside of c/s as "Sea Biscuits". 
We should like to consult you as to whether you 
think the Dept. of Indian Affairs would sanction 
your Agente’ opening any or all of these cases and 
dietributing their contents by way of relief to the 
Indians. As you are aware, no missionary is 
reeident here this Winter, consequently these 
biscuits are lying unused in our Warehouse. 


The Dept. of Indian Affairs may not know 
as yet thet the Indians are finding very little 
indeeé in the Bush to help to keep them alive this 
Winter. Fleeh, fieh and fowl are extremely scarce, 
and elready there are quite a few feeling the pinch" 


"If you think it desirable, under these cir- 
cumstances, and if you think the Government Dept. 
would sanction it, would you kindly notify us of 
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Ottawa, March 23rd, 1927.

The Deputy Superintendent General:— 


With weference to the letter from Mr. Belcourt, 
Public School Inspector, recommending the appointment 
of a third teacher for the St. Francis Romen Catholic 
school, I beg to say that I vis&ted this school in the 
end of August, last, end heve no hesitation in seying 
thet it is one of the best, if not the best, Indian 
sehcol we have. It is conducted by the Grey Nuns, who 
have a convent on the reserve, with three teaching Sisters. 
They are nor in receipt of a grant of $550 e year, 
awer% 
put the enrolment would hardly justify the emndloynere of 
three teachers. Most of the instruction is in French, 
but Sister Wood, the Superior, teaches the Mnrlish classes, 
including those who take the commercial course. She 
told me that she thought she should receive some remunerea— 
tion, and I think the Department might recognize the 
g€0c0d work done at this school by increesing the grant now 
allowed the teachers. It all foes into the same fund and 
it would be quite satisfactory to the Superior of the 
Convent if they got it in thet way.

For that purpose I 
have given an order to our two constables to go to the 
schools and warn the children to attend regularly or 
that they would arrest themj but I believe that the De- 
partment would be able itself to appoint constables for 
this dutye These young Indians are also in the habit of 
rumning in the streets until 9 or 10 peme Cannot the 
Department order that a regulation be passed to compel 
the children to go home at the hour mentioned in the 
re ations 

I may mention a case that is not new because 
you have already spoken of it in several letters to 
Sister Woods last year; it is the case of the young son 
of Edwin Benedict,. This boy(fourteen years o1d) has just 
left school and he ill treats the other little Indians 
and insults grown-up persons the same way as the children, 
wich is not gogd@: and if he is not placed in some house 


where his character may be changed, he will be very bad 
before longe It is desired that he should be placed in 


en industrial school. It seems to me that the Department 
aid decide that; bit when it was intended te take him to 
that school hm disappeared and hid himself. If there is 
room in ome of these schools, tell us what precedure to 


follow and we shall arrest him and teke him to the place

With reference to Agent Niquet's 
report of the 15th instant regarding the purchase by 
the Department of the adjoining lot on the east side 
of the St. Joseph's Academy, Pierreville, I beg to say 
that this lot which is 55 feet x 125 feet would be an 
ideal place for school gardening. 

Thies kind of tuition is now being 
given on a rather small scale, but with success, on 
a@ piece of ground lent to the Nuns by the Missionaries; 
I, therefore, cannot but recommend that the Department 
acquire this property whenever circumstances will permit, 
as there is at present absolutely no adequate space for 


gardening purposes on the school lot.

Their affection for this Reverend sister whom they 
consider as a mother is remarkable, and they ere grieved «at 
her dismissal. 


I am enclosing copy of e petition signed by everyone 
of them, end which has beer -orwarded to the mother house 
of the Community of the Grey Nuns, et Ottawa, and which is 
self explenetory. 

Should this come under your jurisdiction, would it 
not be possible to reconsider the matter and grant to these 
Indiens thet which they request urgently.

This is 
only logical, and we can see nothing our of the ordinary in 
thet. 

If the Abenakis have deemed it their duty to protest 
Seainst certein acts of the Indien Affairs Branch, Sister 
Josephine had nothing to do with it; she did not initiate 
any hostile movement, «es it is claimed in certain quarters. 

Useless to remind here the deep devotion and zeal 
displayed by Sister M. Joséphine during the forty-four years 
she spent among the Abenakis. The entire mission acknowledge 
her merit. Half a centu of devotion to religous life is 
en entire existence. 

The matter deserves consideration.

In a report on his inspection of the 
St. Francis R.C. School on the 5th of June, Inspector 
Parent writes as follows regarding Grade 7:- 


"Cependant, les eleves de lea 7 annee 
m'ont paru un peu faibles sur les principales 
branches du programme." 


It is very disappointing for the Depart- 
ment to receive this report. Only 16 children are 
enrolled and the number present on the day of inspection 
was 10. It appears to us thst in view of the small 
class there should be no difficulty in covering the 
year's work very completely. 


May I point out that the total enrolment, 
as shown by the Inspector's report, is 43, and we are 


allowing salary for three teachers. I think you will 
agree thet the number enrolled is very small for three 
teachers. As a matter of fact, we have many schools 
in which one teacher is handling 43 children. In view 
of the condition existing at the St. Francis R.C. 
School, it would eppear that the pupils should receive 
very thorough and careful training. 


Last May we wrote to the former agent, 
expressing s wish to have more vocational work done with 
the boys. The late Dr. Mavreult did not reply to that 
letter, but presumably he discussed the matter with you.
